The Police received information 
that n meeting was to be held at 
Happy Valley the following day, 
in consequence of which special 
plainclothea men wero alreaay on 
the spot when some 300 workers 
bogan to assemble on rising 
ground near the path cutting 
across the Valley by the-Hongkong 
Football Club ground.

NEW BANDIT THREAT. 


Shocking news to hand from 
the Telegraph correspondent at. 
Swatow announces that one of 
the members of the Basel Mis-. 
sion who were seized by bandits 
in August of Inst year‘has auc- 
cumbed to the privations whilst 
in captivity. Whilst full details 
are lacking, there would appear 
to be ground for believing that 
the Rev. E. Fischle, « German, 
is the mlssionary concerned. 

Originally, three members of 
the Basel Mission wero captured 
by the bandits, the other two. be- 
ing the Rev. E. Walter (Swiss) 
and sthe Rev. Mr. Kilpner (Ger- 
man), The last-named, however, 
was released some time ayo, and * 
is ‘now at Meihsion. . 

Chineso reports say that a man 
who had been with the bandits 
and had seen the error of his ways 
recently gave information to the 
military regarding the villuye {n 
the hills between Fungshun and. 
Kaying (Melhsien) where the mis- 
slonarien were hold ,in captivity. 


Troops. Retire. - ; 


AB a consequence, troops set out 
from Fungshun city towards the 
placo Indicated, but found it held 
too strongly. They then, with- 
drew, ‘pending the arrival of rein- 
forcements, : ; 

Subsequently, information came 
to hand that ‘one of the two. in. 
captivity had died, He was de- 
seribed aa the elder’ of the two, 
and, ff that is correct, would be 
the Rev. E, Fischle. This, how- 
ever, needs confirmation, although 
it ia known that ono of the two 
has succumbed, : 

It is stated that the deceased had 
a stroke; and it ts possible that in 
the hurricd movements of the 
bandits he was neglected, if: not 
temporarily deserted. -Tho placo of 
his death is said to be known, and 
{t is reported that he was honour- 
ably buried. 


The Last News. 


The last news of the ‘two.men, 
prior to this report, was contained 


in a letter written on October 24th - 


Inst ‘by the Rev. E. Walter: and 
signed both by him and Mr. 
Pischle. Tiiis was to the. effect 
that both were in a very wenk con- 
dition, ‘aa the result of malaria and , 
kidney trouble, and that they could 
not hope to hold out much longer. -' 
It was added that’ the food, of 
which there waa very little, was of 
poor quality and their accommoida- 
tion far from satisfactory, .

The Amusement Tax. 


The Government's proposals for 
applying the Entertainmenta Tax to 
Hongkong call for little comment 
in a general way. The rates 
decided upon are much higher 
than expected and we find it dif- 
ficult to believe that the avowed 
object of raising $300,000 by 
means of this special luxury tax 
has been-nt all an important factor 
in the arrangement of the sche- 
dule. It may also, be charged, 
justly we think, that the gradua- 
tion is far from equitable. The 
seeker after amusement able and 
willing to spend $4 or. $5 for 
admission to an entertainment Is 
tlso able to afford a bigger con- 
tribution to the Exchequer, in 
proportion, than‘ the individunl 
who seeks a $1.20 sent at a citiema 
and haa to find a further 20 cents 
in order lo maintain high salaries 
for Government servants, 
Legislative Council is given power 
to reenst the scale of duties, for- 
tunately, and «a request for in- 
formation regarding receipts from 
this source at the end of the first 
three months of operntion is likely 
to provide a justification for some 
amendments. Of special interest 
are the provisions regarding seit- 
son tickets Issued by clubs. This 
appears to affect football clubs 
more than any other, and, ig this 
connexion, we are not sure 
whether the Colonlal Trehsurer or 
the respective Hon. Sceretaries 
are presented with the ‘greater 
problem. After consideration, it 
is our view that the tickets isaued 
to members of football clubs 
entitling them to ndmission at 
football matches are not taxable, 
even though the Colonial Trea- 
surer is specifically granted the 
power of assessing what amount 
of the annual subscription re- 
presents the right of admission. 
That is to be-his difficulty. It 
may readily be contended that no 
payment is made by club members 
for admission to matches, that tha 
tickets issued are solely for the 
purpose of enabling ticket-scllers 
to distinguish between members 
of the public, who are required 
to pay, and members ‘of the club, 
who are not, and that the tickets 
isyued are in the nature of passed, 
The argument may be supported 
by the submiagion that any mem- 
ber of a tlub has a privileged 
right to make full-uso of the club's 
premises’ and grounds,” without 
payment obviously, and tho 
further submission that playing 
members, and members who 
neither play nor watch play, are 
not spared the full’ subscription 
fee, -Thnt these latter represent 
n large proportion of a club’ mem- 
bershiv ia demonstrable on any 
Saturday. at any. of the lending 
grounds. Tho regulationa on this 
point appear, with others, to have 
been adapted from: the Home 
regulations without special refer- 


enco to differing local conditions.
